Somebody — perhaps Col. J. J. Llewellin 
himself — ahowed good scnBo In calling orr 
the speech In which Colonel Llewellin pur- 
posed to sugeest Joint British-American citi- 
zenship. It la unrortunate that the second 
thought came too Jale lo catch up with ad- 
vance copies of the Intended address which 
had been distributed to the press. 

There Is nothing morally or ethically wMng 
with the Idea of Colonel LleweUln who? as 
chairman or the British supply council In 
North America, "commands some pseudo- 
official attention when he speaks. 

Ho intended to suggest that British in this 
country and United States. citizens In Britain 
should bo entitled to voto and hold public 
office without undergoing- naturalliatlon. 
Presumably ho feels that -we two peoples 
so clo3c In our goals and our methods that a 
good citizen of one would be a good citizen 
of the other, 

But the general feeling among Americans, 
and presumably among British, Is that there 
is no goodn reason for such a gesture. And 
the mere proposal gave Anglophobes a text 
on which to baso disparaging comparisons -of 
British and American institutions, to cry that 
the British would like to put something over 
on us. 

Wo do not agree with those who belittle 
British democracy. With all Its faults. It Is 
as good OS American democracy, and no whit 
better, Nor do we agree with those who urge 
that this nation Is so great that Englishmen 
would profit most from such exchange of 
citizenship, 

There is a drift away from Isolationism. 
A few persons tear and a few others wish- 
fully think that this portends weakening of 
- — ^uijlonallsm. That "does not follow. 

iTDnrt^oamwe leiuihfid to llvo side by olde, 
exchanging courtcslef, mutnuiiy-hdpnil, loi- 
. erant of petty miauntferstandlngs, without 
swapping wives and children on a cemmunlty 
basis. We can mow each other's lawns and 
water each -other's flowers, without agreeing 
thot the Joneses, at will, shall have a valid 
vote in selecting the Smiths' wallpaper. 

Such give-and-take belpfulness and toler- 
ance as neighbors normally exercise is ail 
that hatlona require to . live, peaceably side 
by side. We do not need, nor do most of ua 
want, either Joint or common eltleenship,

the child and to correct it If powlble. 

Thereafter the woman »liouM 
Tlslt her doctor every ihrta weeks 
during the first seven montlu of 
pregnane? and every two weeks alter 
that. 

In addition to checking ths prot- 
ress of the prcjinancy and the health 
of the mother, this routine exanim- 
atlon permits the eslabllsbment of 
a regimen that will bring tha nuwt 
successful results all around. " >

Certain complications . ot preg- 
nancy may develop and necessltaie 
a particular cbaaga-tn the diet in 
normal pregnancy, the diet should 
be the aame as that any woman 
would eat who wcxild maintain tood 
health. 

There are no restrictions ■ . _, 
additions to an adequate diet. But 
because of the additional burden of 
pregnancy. It . la doubly Important 
that the expectant mother be tura 
that her diet Is adc<iuste In fuel 
value, protein and mineral content 
and In vitamins. 

During the first holt of pregnancy, 
the need for additional food is not 
great, but during tha last half, the 
-tubyrta growing more rapidly, and 
the demuids for food Increases about 
30 per cent. 

tt the diet conilits ot tmlt, -veg. 
etahles, meat, flih or .fowl, cnt 
and milk, to vhlch are added euttl- 
dent fata and carbohyd^ua tor 
enersy. the total amount should be 
that which will permit a gain at 
aboQt IB pounds during the term ol 
pregg^uncy. 

It. is not posslbli to keep down 
lUa weight ot the baby by restrict- 
ing' the diet; becauta the baby wfl] 
take ' Ita .nourlshmtot from the
